T THIS period, iMmediately following the

proclamation of Panama's Independence,
thers was widespread indignation throughout
Colombla against the United States, Amerl-
cans were accused of starting the “revolu-
tion" which robbed ths mother country of
her richest possession, and the Colombian
Government was nccordingly expected to
avenge the natlonnl honor. The native au-
thoritles, lacking money and troops, did not
respond to the popular demand, and it was
left to the "patriots” to denounce the invad-
ing Yankees, and to fit out such volunteer
expeditions as the one planned by the em-
boladores of the Calle de Las Montanas,
Bogota, the Iargest clty of the republle,
the center of Ita offclal life, became the
rallylng place for politieal maicontents,

A ""Bocledad del Integridad Naclonal”—a
body of agitators at odde with the native
government and bitterly opposed to the
United States—had been formed here. Thia
Socledad had niready organized two expedi-
tions against the Yankees and the Pann-
manians. Bolh expeditions, made up of the
dreges of the city, poorly armed, scantily
clad, relying for thelr food on such econtribu-
tlons as they might plek up aloug the way.
hiad left for the coast, where they plunned a
guerrilla warfare that would bring them,
they believed, in triumph to the [sthmus, The
third expedition was belng engineered by the
emboladoren, whose enthuslasm and love of
adventure made them excellent starters of an
uprieing. Even the elder peons, skeptical st
first of what was golng on, soon throw aside
thelr reserve and fell into line with the boot-
blacks. Cheers greeted each addition Lo tha
little army, and it was not long before Pedro
Cavallo, ‘'Rey de los Emboladores,” headed
an eager throng of followers numbering well
into the thousands.
